vital needs. This supply must come 
from eur snvings because we have al- 
ready sent our norma! surplus, 

Wheat saving pledge cards were for- 
warded by the Food Administration to 
all retail food merchants, and these 
are being signed and posted in stores 
throughout the couatry. This card 
states, “We pledge ourselves loyally to 
carry out tice Food Administration pro- 
gram. In aceordance with this order 
we wilf not sedi any wheat flour except 
where the purchaser buys an equal 
welght of ons cr more of the following. 
@ greater use of which in the home! 
will save whent: 

“Cornmeal, corn flour, edible corn 
starch, hominy, corn grits, barley fuur, 
potato four, sweet potato flour, soy 1 
bean flour, feteritn ftour and meals, 
rice, rice flour. oatmeal, rolled oats and 
backwhent flour.” 

Seme confusion has resulted on the! 
part of the consumer in construing 
this “50-50” ruling to mean that an 
equal amount In sulue of substitutes | 
must be purchase’! with wheat flour. | 
This is a mistaken idea. The rulins | 
atates that the consumer In purchasins: | i 
four shall “buy at the same time an; 
equai weight of other cereals.” ‘ 

@ne exception to this ruling is con- | 
cerning graham fleur and whole wheat ; 
flour, which may be sold at the ratio! 
ef three pounds to five pounds of 
wheat four. This provision fs made 
because approximately 25 per cent. | 
gaore of the wheat berry is used in the) 
manufacture of these flours thav stand- } 
ard wheat flour. 

Another exception is that concern- 
tng mixed flours containing less than 
86 per cent. of wheat flour, which may! 
be sold witheut substitutes.  Reiuilers, 
however, are forbidden to seli mixed 
ffeurs containing more than 50 per; 
eent, of wheat flour to any person un- 
less the amount of wheat flour substi- 
tutes sold ts sufficient to make the to- 
tal amount of substitutes, Including 
those mixed in flours, equal to the to- 
tal amount in wheat flour in the mixed 
fteury. For instance, if any mixed fiour 
fs purehased. containing 60 per cent. 
wheat flour and 40 per cent. substi- 
tutes tt is necessary that an additicnal 
$0 per cent. of substitutes be pur- 
chased. This brings it to the basis of 
one pound of substitutes for cach 
pound of wheat flour. 

A spectal exemption may be granted 
upon application in the case of special- 
ly prepared infants’ and invalids’ food 
éentaining fiour where the necessity is 
shown. 

Some misunderstanding seems to ex- 
ist on the part of consumers in assum- 
ing that with the purchase of wheat 
flour one must confine the additional 
60 per cent. purchase to one of the 
substitutes. This is not the case. One 
may select from the entire range of 
substitutes a sufficient amount of each 
to-bring the total weight of all substi- 
tutes equal to the weight of the wheat 
flour purchased. For instance, ff a 
purchase of 24 pounds of wheat flour 
is made a range of substitutes may be 
“selected as follows: 

Cornmeal, 8 pounds; corn grits, 4 
pounds; rice, 4 pounds; buckwheat, 2 
pounds; corn starch, 1 pound; hominy, 
2 pounds; rolled oats, 3 pounds. 

These substitutes may be used in 
the following manner: 

Cornmeal, 8 Pounds.—Corn bread, no 
flour; corn muffins or spoon bread, 
one-fourth flour or one-third rice or 
one-third hominy; 20 per cent. substt- 
tutes in whole bread. 

Corn Starch, 1 Pound.—Thickening 
gravy, making custard, one-third sub- 
stitute in cake. 

Corn Grits, 4 Pounds.—Fried like 
mush, used with meal in making corn 
bread. 

Rolle@ Oats, 8 Pounds.—One-fourth 
to one-third substitutes tn bread, one- 
half substitute in muffins; breakfast 
porridge, use freely; oatmeal cooklfes, 
oatmenl soup. 

Buckwheat flour, 2 Pounds.—One- 
fourth substitute in bread, buckwheat 
eakes, 

Hominy, 2 Pounds.—Bolled for din- 
ner, baked for dinner, with cheese 
sauce. 

Rice, 4 Pounds.—One-fourth substt- 
tute in wheat bread, one-third substi- 
_| tate In eorn bread, boiled for dinner (a 
bead cut), a8 a breakfast food, to 
thicken soups, rice pudding instead of 
edke or pie, rice batter cakes,

the muscles. You may eliminate meat 
by using milk, either skimmed or con- 
densed or pure, cheese, eggs. When 
asing cottage cheese you need no 
meat. or when asing other dairy pro- 
ducts. 

Plant foods, cereals, grains 
vegetables are good in proteins. 
furnish protein. 

There are two cissses of food, vege- 
table and animal. Do not depend too 
much on vegetable food. Anima: 
food contains protein, but vegetable 
food does not. Gelatin is not com- 
plete in protein. 

The Government has asked us to 
dhhave meatless days in order to save 
the meat. But just.now they are not 
sending any more fresh meat over 
there as there is no shipping room for 
it. Only salted and smoked meats are 
being sent, as they can be putina 
store house until. sent away. We 
must be ready to do what the food 
administrator says and watch for 
word from him, 

MEAT LOAF. 

1 cup cooked rice; 1 cup tomato 
pulp; 1 cup chopped nuts; 1 egg; 1 tea- 
spoon salt; { teaspoon pepper; 1 table- 
spoon chopped onion. 

Do not have meat loaf too. wet. You 
may use potato or bread crumbs in- 
stead of rice. Peanuts are better 
than Eaglish walouts, but you may 
use any nuts desire.’ Chop onions 
very fine as it is not pleasant to geta 
large plece in your mouth when you 
are not expecting it. Bake about 
twenty or thirty minutes. until firm. 

CORN MEAL SOUFFLE. 

1 pint milk; 36 cup of corn meal; 1 
tablespoon of butter; 1 teaspoon of 
salt; 3 eggs; 5 tablespoons grated 
cheese; few grains ef pepper. 

Stir the corn meal slowly into the 
milk which has been heated with the 
butter and salt. The longer you cook 
corn mea! the better flavor it will 
have, Nextatir in the beaten yolks 
of the eggs, Allow this to cool. Then 
putin grated cheese.

Much disappointment has resulted 
in the failure of the State distributed 
New York Flint seed corn to materi- 
alize, When the corn came it turned 
out to be Delaware dent, and the 
County agent ordered it returned as 
this corn would be absolutely useless 
in this latitude, and time and labor 
spentin preparation for it would un- 
doubtedly be lost. Nobody was to 
blame in particular, as the Flint corn 
did not come. The main loss has been 
in thane as the farmers expecting the 
Flint seed corn undoubtedly relaxed 
their efforts in procuring it elewhere. 
The County agent has located with 
the Chatfield Milling Co., of Bay City 
some Longfellow Flint, claimed to be 
raised in Long Island, N. Y., test 85 
to 90%. Price $600 per bushel. Also 
Sanford Flint, raised in Rhode Island, 
same test, $600 per bushel. Also for 
sileage purposes Redcap dent and 
Leaming dent at $3.50 per bushel. 
These prices at Bay City, bags 35 
cents, 


Three weeks ago the prices quoted 
for seed corn was from $7.00 to $9.00 
for Dents and $10.00 to $12.00 for 
Flints per bushel. Now it is from 
$3.50 for Dents to $6.00 for Flints per 
bushel. Query: Did the State save 
the farmer anything by entering the 
the seed corn game? 


Anybody knowing where there is 
seed corn at all snitable to this lati- 
tude will confer a favor by communi-, 
eating such information to the County 
Agents ad his fellow farmers. 
There is no disposition to advertise 
any particular persons business, but 
information as to location of seed 
corn or any other seed is very im- 
portant now and should be given as 
wide publicity as possible. 


Some of the papers are printing ar- 
ticles about the State furnishing 
Spring Wheat Seed and many appli- 
cations are coming.into the County 
Agent for Spring Wheat and Spring 
Rye Seed. The Agent has had no in- 
formation from the State Institution 
asto any such move, These Seeds 
are very scarce and hard to locate. 
Information from the College is to the 
effect that Chatterton Sous Mt 
Pleasant would be the most likely 
place to find spring wheat.

WHY REGISTER? 

Michigaa women are soon to be ask- 
ed to register for war service by the 
Woman’s Defense committee. _ This 
registration, while it is not compulsory 
will be made as general as possible. 
Every woman over sixteen years of 
age will. be expected to register for 
some form of service. The reasons 
follow: : 
Because, in England, in tne first two 

years. of the war, over one million 

women were needed to replace men 
in industrial positions, making over 

3,000,000 engaged in gainful occupa- 

tion. 


Because iu the same length of time, a 

_ tremendous force of yolunteers was 
needed to cook forthe workers, to 
care for their children during the 
day, and to take their places ia the 
factories at week-ends, taat the 
work might go on but the workers 
have one day of rest. 


Because, the United States—which al- 
ready has taken a million men out 
of industrial, professional and civic 
life, and with succeeding drafts will 
take millions more—will have simi- 

_ lar emergencies to meet, and when 
they come needs to have a recordof 
women willing to do the work re- 
quired, either as paid or volunteer 
workers. 


Because, ail charitable agencies need 
alarge force of volunteer workers 
to help with the big increase in re- 
lief, investigative, and protective 
work arising from war condition.

OBJECTS OF REGISTRATION. 


That there may bea very clear un-

7-~-To.ve able to furnish women for 
salaried positions, whether in govern- 
ment service or not. 
8—To be able to place women who 
can volunteer their services: in posi- 
tions of usefulness in many fields. 
9-—-To have a registry of the capaci- 
ties and training of women of, the 
country as the basis of the§ work of 
the Woman's Committee of the [Conun- 
cil of National Defense.

AMERICA'S FIRST YEAR IN THE WAR. 

Rev. Lloyd C. Douglas of Anu Ar- 
borin his address on America's first 
year in the war gave one of the best 
talks we have had the . privilege to lis- 
ten to here sincethe war began, 

He said that in this country capital 
and labor were never better, the busi- 
ness interests of the country are uni- 
ited, and the churches are united. 
We entered the war because we could 
no longer stay ont. 

He said Germany was the best or- 
fanized nation on Earth, and told of 
the resources of that country and the 
resourcefullness of its people. He 
Said that the inan power of that ma- 
tion was considered a thing; some- 
thing to be used to gain power. They 
are a brave foe, and that they will 
fight until the last grain of powder 
andthe last man, indicating the kind 
of a foe we had to combat. 

Speaking of the Germans in this 
country he said that 12 months in war 
should be enough for them to correct- 
ly see the light. He pleaded for the 
people to be reasonable with such peo- 
ple and said if necessary we must 
teach them; must furpish them ‘the 
lenses with which to see; must mas- 
sage it in if necessary but finally they 
must be made to see. He would deal 
with them kindly but with nuostinted 
firmuess. © 

Judge Nelson Sharpe. adjourned 
court jong enough to attend the meet- 
ing that after11uon and of course was 
asked to speak. He said he could 
plainly see how Crawfore county could 
be so foreiost iv the war work with 
T. Hanson as county chairman for he 
had tremendous influeuce over the 
people. It was the same with him, 
he couldn't get out of making a speech 
after Mr. Hauson had asked him to 
doso.
